K. G's would resign. 

Under the rules of the Order, no 
member can be struck off the roll with- 
out @ special convocation,’ at which the 
mumbser whom it is proposed to strike 
off can be heard in defence. The King, 
@ay morning the banners of the elght 
as muvereign of the Order, has taken 
upon himeelf to break this rule.

Son of Well-Known Local Doc- 


tor Mentioned in Casualty 
List— Member of Police 
Force Wounded. 

Local men who have fallen at the 


front and of whom definite information 
has been received are as “follows: 

Corporal Arthur F. Hudson, reported 
missing, according to intimation § re- 
ceived yesterday by his father, Dr. A. B, 
Hudson, was well known in the athletic 
and social life of the city and was very 
popular. He was born twenty-one years 
ago at Cobham, Surrey, England, and 
received his education at Epsom Col- 
lege. He game to Canada some three 
years ago and for about two years was 
a member of the masters’ staff at Uni- 
versity School, Mount Telmie. He was 
engaged there until the commencement 
of the last Summer holidays, He was @ 
member of the Wanderers’ Rugby team 
and played cricket for the Albions and 
the University Ineogs. After war was 
declared he went to Banfield, where he 
joined the censor staf! under Colonel 
Hobday. When the cable was cut he 
returned to Victoria, wheré he joined 
the 50th Highlanders and proceeded to 
the front as @ member of that unit.

The action of Dr. Dernburg relieved 
the President of an embarrassing evitua- 
ton, Por it In known that he strongly dis- 
approved of Dr. Dernburg’s utterances 
Justifying the #mking of the Lusitania, 
and officials considered examining the 
Statutes of the United States to deter- 
mine what method might be invoked to 
end Dr. Dernburg’s activities, It wae 
thought best, however, first to intimate 
to Count von Hernstorff the feeling of

ter and ask him to request Dr. Dernburg 
to leave. This was made wuRneocessary 
by the decision of the former German 
official to leave on his own initiative.

Reply of Germany Is Now 
Awaited With Much Interest 
—Report Concerning Arbi- 
tration Gets Some Attenion. 


WASHINGTON, May 15.—Word that 
Ambassador Gerard had read and pre- 
sented to Herr von Jagow, Minister for 
Foreign Affairs,of the Imperial German 
Government, the American note sent on 
Thursday as a consequence of the Lusi- 
tania tragedy and other occurrences in 
the war zone, removed all anxiety over 
the delay tn transmission and awakened 
intense interest in the nature of Ger- 
many’s reply. 3 

In view of telegraphic and cable de- 
lays and the probable necessity for con- 
ferences between the Foreign Minister 
and the Imperial Chancellor, Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, and doubtless Emperor 
William himself, it would not be con- 
sidered surprising here if the response 
did not arrive for another eight days. 
It was believed possible, however, that 
Ambassador Gerard might report earlier 
on -the-manner in’ which the Américan 
note was received by the Government 
and the sem!-offictal press, 

In the interim confidence prevaiis 
among high officials, and is shared by 
German official quarters, that there will 
be nO submarine attacks on Parsenger 
vessels while the questions at issue are 
being resolved.

As from day to day the lists come in 
of those who have sacrificed their lives 
for their country, we long for words 
and space to express the appreciation 
which we, in common with the whole 
community, feel of what they have done 
for their country and the universal 
sympathy of us all for those who have 
been thus bereaved. Yesterday a father 
called upon us to tell of the death of 
his son. On other days other fathers 
or brothers have told us of how gal- 
lant ‘boys gaye all they had to their 
country, Then there are the stories 
cf the wounded. Mothers telephone us, 


with voices steadied by . matchless 
courage, about their son. And - so 
we feel we cannot any longer 
delay eaying something on the 
subject that will voice what everyone 
feely, and we select the tragedy of 
Lieut. Dunsmuirs death when the 


Lusitania went down as a text, as it 
were, for some words of general ap- 
plicability. Lieut. Dunsmuir was a 
young man on the threshold of life, a 
fine young fellow with aplendid pros- 
pects before him, beloved by all who 
knew him, devoted to his parents and 
his family, trying to live a manly life 
and making a splendid success of it. 
@ie heard the call of his country and 
Was impatient to answer it, and #0 he 
set out to discharge his patriotic duty 
only to fall a victim to a cowardly 
murder before he had time to reach the 
corps with which he hoped to serve in 
the field. 


His case was unique among our 
soldier lade in the manner of his death, 
but it is as truly an example of British 
courage and patriotism as if he had 
fallen while leading his squadron in a 
charge. His name deserves a place 
upon.Canada’s roll of honor, which 
ought not to distinguish between the 
different ways by which her sons were 
wacrificed, but only be concerned with 
the motives which inspired them to 
subject themselves to take the risk of 
Weath. He has set & splendid example 
of what Canada may expect of her sons, 

But what ie true of him is true of 
Many others, of 80 many others that we 
fear to look over the casualty lsts as 
they come in lest we may find In them 
the name of some one’ whom we knew 
and esteemed. In a daily paper we see 
@ portrait and under it a name and the 
brief legend: “Killed in action.” Then 
we know that another brave heart has 
been stilled forever, and we alao know 
that he dig! that we, our children and 
their oBildren, may live free lives; his 
sacrifice was freely made that liberty 
shall not perish from ‘the earth. Un- 
bidden tears may ‘ptart when we look 
at the young face above the legend, but 
even in our grief there arises a feeling 
of pride that our country has bred a 
race of heroes. All honor to the gale 
lant dead. 

But we must not be content with 
tears or pride; we must not even be 
content with aiding with all our power 
to Insure the triumph of the cause for 
which these noble fellows gave every- 


thing they had to give. When the 

irst perty of Victoria boys salled 
away for the front The Colo-~ 
met salt that it was the duty 


of us, who remained at home, to make 
the country worthy of those who would 
tome back. Today we say: Let us make 
our country worthy of those who will 
not come back. Let us so conduct our- 
selves that by-and-bye, when the atory

though sad, memory, we can say with 
truth that it has not been in vain. To 
live for one's country is only less noble 
than to die for it.

CANADA'S WAR sUDGET 


We make no apology for printing in 
full this morning the War Budget speech 
ot Mr, W. T. White, although it was 
Gelivered several weeks ago. Tt is in- 
teresting from many standpoints, re- 
vealing as it does the financial standing 
of the Dominion and the exceptional 
Monetary burdens that have been’ im- 
Paned by the war. The Finance Minte- 
ter explained ln a succinct way the rea 
#one for the reduced revenue. The de- 
Seep importations were attributable

anemy and the interruption and. in

The budget speech deals with the or- 
@omization of Canada’s military re- 
sources and pays a deserved tribute to 
the genius in this direction displayed 
by Major-General Sam Hughes. The 
Minister of Finance, immediately fol- 
jowing the outbreak of war, had to pro- 
vide the money for organizing, train- 
ing, equipping, transporting and main- 
taining the forces of the Dominion. The 
Government at first decided to provide 
26,000 men for Overseas purposes, but 
such was the response to the call: to 
arma and the rapidity with which the 
Minister of Militia built up the organ- 
imation for the dispatch of troops that 
the Orst contingent went from this coun- 
try reached a total of 33,000 men. The 
estimate of the expense as first planned 
was inadequate, and it was finally 
found that the special war appropria- 
tion from August, 1914, to the end of 
March would reach $50,000,000, The 
task that.confronted Mr. White was to 
find this money. An arrangement fis 
been made with the Imperial authori- 
tles whereby Canada can secure all the. 
funds she requires for war purposes. 
Thin money is provided at the same 
rate of interest as it is borrowed by the 
British Government. The amount pro- 
vided for the fiscal year, that is, up to 
March 31, 1916, is $100,000,000. In 
speaking of this borrowing power of the 
Government tha Finance Minister. point- 
ed out that borrowing for war ex- 
penses Was sound economy, because it 
is for the purpose of accomplishing for 
future generations that which is in- 
finitely more precious than material 
“undertakings, namely, the preservation 
of national and individual liberty, 


In addition ty providing the money 
for war purposes the Government dur- 
ing the present fiscal year has to find 
additional revenue to the extent of 
$30,000,000. For this purpose a War 
Revenue Act was Passed, and in the 
budget speech this measure is fully ex- 
Plained, the receipts being estimated, 
About the stamp taxes the public is 
thoroughly well informed, as they have 


now been In force for a, month, and 
there is hardly an individual in the 
country who does not feel their ef- 
fect in some way cr other. It is es- 


timated that these will raise u revenue 
in the neighborhood of $8,000,000. To 
provide the balance of the $30,000,000 
required there is a horizontal increase 
in Customs duties upon cll goods and 
commodities imported Into or taken out 
®f bonded warehouses in Canada. There 
is a 7% per cent ad valorem duty 
added to foreign imports, and 5 per 
‘cent ad valorem duty to the British 
Preference. There are exceptions to 
these duties and these are fully ex- 
Plained in the speech, The duties and 
the new taxes are such that there was 
never any doubt that the people would 
respond to the demands made on their 
“patriotism, In fact the only objections 
there have been to the character of 
the method for raising war revenue has 
come from a few politicians. The 
country is satisfied that the Govern- 
ment, after the most careful considera- 
tion, has done everything In its power to 
Make the new burdens distributive and 
to make them sit as lightly as possible 
on the people, 


Mr, White ih summing up his finan- 
cial statements points out that the Do- 
minion has withstood the shock of the 
War exceedingly well. Already, follow- 
Ing the dislocation of business that is 
inseparable from such international 
complications, there is an improved 
tone, Greater confidence in the com- 
mercial and financial outlook is being 
evinced. The production in various 
lines has been quickened and this has 
had the effect of counteracting other 
adverse conditions, Generally speaking 
in ‘every line of material effort there 
is a strong tendency to increase pro- 
duction, In the Prairies the enhanced 
prices that it fs Dowsible to secure for 
grain have been an exceptional induce- 
ment to the farmers, fs ix evinced in 
the largely increnked acreage under 
crop this Spring. Farmers, ‘tradex- 
men and manufacturers show a ten- 
dency, greater than any In the past, to 
study the problema of political econ- 
omy, and such study is bound to lead 
to an expansion of enterprine. 

Another favorable sign of the times is 
an Increased confidence on the part of 
investors, and this feature of the Do- 
Minion’s financial fife is drawn atten- 
tion to by Mr, White in bis §=Bodget 
statement, which will well repay careful 
Dperusal by all who have the interests 
of the country at heart.

Pte, C. Small, of the first Canadian 
division, supply column mechanical 
transport, who volunteered from Vic- 
teria, writes interestingly from’ the fir- 
Ing line, He says: 

While writing this we are under very 
heavy shell fire, Four days ago we 
moved up ‘towurds the centre of the 
British ‘activity, *and the roar of big 
“gung can be heard, and the flashes, as 
they’ may be called, are seen day and 
night Tonight a fierce cannonade is 
‘p0ing on, the. town being shelled heav- 
ily by the Germans, About IL a. m. 
shells vegan to fall and the: civilian 
Population can be seen leaving the town 
with bundles on their back. Little boys 


and girls are terror-stricken. As I was 
Criving my truck through the main 
Street, without any warning came a 


loud report. One of thé A. 8. C. men 
Was leading his horses to water when 
one of them was blown to pieces, leav- 
ing him untouched, 

Two days ago we were’ passing 
through a certain town when a German 
Taube dropped a bomb which fell on a 
horse-drawn wagon and killed seven 
men, I am very lucky so far. We've 
had many close shaves of a similar 
character. The 50th Gordons are now 
in the trenches, also the 8§th. They 
are highly praised by the English Tom- 
mies as being a fit and worthy bunch 
of men, I think Victoria's part of the 
division ate equal to any I have yet 
seen as far as physique goes. I am 
writing this in my “hotel.” The hay- 
loft over a barn ts not very cosy but 
the soft side of the boards are good 
enough in war time.

“In this battle I lost my chum Corpl. 
Salt, of Calgary; he was shot through 
the thigh, and iri the stomach. I asked 
him if he was sore hurt. He replied, 
“No, not very much, Bob,” and asked for 
a cigarette. So 1 Hghted one for hifn 
and whook hands, when he said, “I hope 
to see you again on the steamer going 
home to Canada, Good-bye, “Bob.” 1 
then went back to the firing line. Cor- 
poral Salt was taken to the Meld hospl- 
tal and died two hours later. 

“We held the positions gained at the 
Battle of the Aine-from the 14th day of 
September to September 28 in the face 
of flerce and continuous attacks, and 
handed them over to the French. The 
Germans, finding that we were chang- 
ing positions, took advantage of the 
situation and killed about 200 French- 
men. But they continued to hold the 
pomition taken by us. This was a divi- 
gins changing « division.

Theannual meeting of the manage- 
ment of the Aged and Infirm Women's 
‘Monte ‘waw' held oh Wednesday last, at 
the homié, when the following officera 
ere elected: President, Mrs. L. Good- 
Sere; vice-president, Mra. Carne; secre- 
lory-treasurer, Mrs, Gould., The report 
uf the president, Mra Leiser, was as 
follows: t 

“The past year in the history of our 
institution has given nothing of an ex- 
traordinary nature to report; only the 
same constant, earnest labor to keep the 
Wheels moving smoothly. and by the 
blessing of a kind Providence this has 
been accomplished, 

“The number cared for during the 
year is about the same as last, with, 
we are sotry to say, about the usual 
amount of sickness, This, though, is 
inevitable when’ one considers the ad- 
sunced age of many of the inmates. 

“The annual sale of work and enter- 
tainment, owing to the great needs else- 
where, was this year postponed, and, 
thanks to economy and shrewd manage- 
ment, the board has béen able to pull 
through. Some things that should have 
been undertaken had to be left over, 
however, but we trust that matters 
will improve before another season 
comes around. 

“The staff of attenddnts, from the 
matron down, has been all that could 
be desired. They. never shirk a duty 
that Is required of them, day or night, 
ond are always most patient and pains- 
taking. 

“The civic authorities still help us by 
maintaining ¢he Indigent women placed 
by them in: tho home. . 

“I cannot close this report without 
thanking one and all of the ladies of 
the boan for the plesant’ year of work, 
and for their unvaryingkindness to me 
while I have been president.” 

Secretary's Report 

The report of the secretary-treasurer 
was &s follows: . 

“Beventeen vears ago, the Aged and 
Infirm Women's Home was organized, 
with two women as inmates. Since 
then. 136 hava been in residence there. 
At the end of this fiscal year, March

Men Eager for Action, 


The ind Canadian Mounted Rifles 
may go to the front as a dismou 
unit. This intimation has been 
celved by Liett.-Col, Bott, the com- 
manding officer, from Ottawk in the 
Shape «f an inquiry as to whether he 
his officers and men would have any 
objection to such a proposal. As soon 
as the telegram was delivered here the 
regiment was paraded and the O. C. 
explained the situation. He asked all 
who were ready to go on active service 
on the basis indicated to signify it and 
those who were disinclined to do so to 
frankly give expression to their disap- 
Droval. The response was so generally 
in favor in falling in with the impljed 
wish of the authorities that it may al- 
moat be said to have been unanimous. 

This does mot mean, several of the 
officers’ were at great pains to male 
clear last evening, that the regiment 
will go to the Old Country as infantry. 
There is a marked difference between 
the term “dismounted unit" and “in- 
fantry.’” The change of plan merely 
involves the departure of the force 
without horses. There would be no al- 
teration of the organization of the 
establishment, its drill, etc. In fact, it 
would take its place on the firing line 
as “mounted rifles” and, when the 
casion offered, would be mounted and 
take the same part in military activi- 
tles as provided for under present con- 
ditions.

their duty, it cannot be expected that 
all will be gathered in. All wd have 
lelsure or means to spare should try 
to be present at the meeting next Wed- 
neaday to learn what the sdgiety and 
its oMctals are doing, to elect ‘officers 
and to discuss its plans for the coming 
Year, 
The Children’s Ata Soclety of Vic- 
toria ought to be a strong body of rep- 
resentative men and women. This has 
been the case In the past, bui interest 
has declined of late.

Transpacific Shipping Com- 
panies. Approached and 
General Increase in Freight 
.Ratés 1s Expected Shortly. 


Tea exporters in the Orient appear to 
be worried by the fact that, despite the 
approach of the tea trade season, the 
scarcity of vessels in the Pacific, the 
shipping companies seem disinclined 
not Only to dispatch their ships to Shi- 
midzu, but also to spare much hold 
apace for tea, even if it is shipped in 
Kole or Yokohama. The liner Yoko- 
bama Maru brought news that the 
scarcity of tonnage may seriously af- 
fect the export of tea from the Orient 
to North America during the coming 
season. 

The only Japanese vessels available 
are sixteen vessels of three home com- 
“panies, the Nippon Yusen Kaisha, the 
Osaka Shoeen Kaisha and the Toyo 
Kisen Kaisha, and seven vessels of the 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, be- 
sides a few irregular steamers, al- 
though the Blue Funnel Line, with 
three additional steamers, is also avall- 
able. 

The recent Minnesota accident has re- 
sulted so far in the decrease of cargo 
Oapacity to a large extent. 

It is reported that the tea exporters 
have already approached the shipping 
companies for the engagement of hold 
space for tea, but these offers have not 
been entertained. The Pacific Mail 
Steamship Co., under the circumstances, 
hae already announced the inorease of 
Treights, 

This has resulted in the difference of 
freight between the Pacific Mall boats 
and Japanese ships by $2 per ton to 
he North Pacific coast. 

The tea traders have now found it 
urgent to secure hold space irrespective 
of the question of freight, and since 
the existence of a difference in freight 
would cause various inconveniences on 
trade, have, as the result of a recent 
conference, resolved to approach the 
Japanese shipping companies to raise 
the freight up to the same level with 
the Pacific Mail boats, and give as 
much hold space as the tea traders 
would require.

"Winding the Trenches 

“By this time the rain’ was pouring 
down and.we were getting drenched 
through; to add to our discomfort, every 
now and then one of our ‘number would 

t wo bang ipto a hole full of water, made 
by a shell bursting, and although we 
' could not see anything, one could hear 
language more expreasive than polite as 
} some poor devil, extricated himself from 
his ridi¢ulougs position. .Oh! I had my 
turn, ang it was anything but pleasant. 
After wandering sround for.three hours 
we landed at-the trenches and with con- 
elderable whispering and jabbering and 
trying, to understand where we were 
suppeaed to be stationed—we -were ‘re- 
b lieving the French—we: finally got to 
the fort some twelve or thirteen of us 
were to ovoupy. 

“Here, after posting sentries, we 
crawled into our dug-out and I spent 
the remaining hours «trying to keep 
wai until “stand-to,” whieh Is now at 
4am. The next day the sun came out 
and we managed to get everything dried 
and alap to get & few hours’ rest. We 
found this part of the line in pretty rot- 
ten shape, and we had to put in a lot 
of time building the parapets and fixing 
things up generally. The Canadians, py 
the way, have made a good name for 
themselves by the fine condition they 
always leave the trenches in. 

“The Germans shelled us every day, 
particularly on Sunda mashing up the 
parapets in several places.. One shell 

q Janded on top of our .dug-out, where 
half @ dozen of us were usleep, smash- 
ing one of the beams and throwing two 
or three sandbags on top of us, but 
otherwise doing mo barm. We lost no 
time in getting out, believe me.

“STORY. OF TOGOLAND

community. This forecast has been 
realized in ampler degree than was at 
.the time expected, Taking the ten 
months of the year which have alreafly 
elapsed, that is to say from April Ist, 
1914, to January 31, 1916, the Do- 
minfon's revenue from all sources’ has 
totalled, in round figures, $109,000,000, 
This compares with $129,000,000/for the 
corresponding period of the last fiscal 
year, a decline of nearly thirty millions. 
Entering into details we find that, of 
this heavy loss in revenue ‘the falling- 
off in custome accounts for nearly 
twenty-eight Snillions; in excise two 
hundred thousand; and in miscellaneous 
items a million and « half. Since the 
outBreak of the war the contraction in 
customs revenue has been fairly con- 
stant in monthly amount, representing 
about one-third of the returns for the 
corresponding period of the previous 
year, As regerde excise the additional 
dut! imposed by the August Budget 
have had the effect of counteracting 
the. heavy losses which would other- 
wine have been experienced. % 

Upon the basis of these figures for 
the ten months’ period and having re- 
gard.to the present action of the 
revenue-producting services we enti- 
mate that the revenue of the Dominion 
for the fiscal year ending March Sist 
next computed upon the present basis of 
duties would amount to $13,000,000, 
The figures for the previous year having 
been $163,000,000, this year’s loss of 
revenue would reach a total of thirty- 
three millions. 

So far ‘as the expenditurex of the 
year are concerned, I stated in August 
that’ ft would be the policy of the 
Government, in the interest of employ- 
ment, 10 maintain as far as possible the

To meet our financial requirements 
since the August seasion the following 
steps have been taken:

So far an floating Indebtedness is con-

from these we have no maturing loans

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economic effect of the war upon Canada. 
Canada has been borrowing at the rate 
of from two to three hundred million 
dollars annually for some years past. 
For the six months preceding the war 
our.loans abroad and principally in 
Great Britein aggregated two hundred 
million doflars or over a million dollars 
a day. These borrowings represented 
the sale of securities by the Federal 
and Provincial Governments, by muni- 
cipalities and by railway, public utility, 
industrial and financial corporations. 
For the most part the purpose of loans 
so effected was to provide funds for 
the construction of public undertakings, 
works and services, railways and indus- 
trial and other plants and estabjish- 
ment, The War at once cut off this 
stream of borrowed money and only re- 
cently have there been evidences of its 
resumption upon a greatly reduced scale, 
Until the war is over and for a con- 
siderable period afterwards it iw not 
probable that monetary conditions will 
permit of the tasue_of securities even 
of the highest character other than for 
war purposes in any such volume as 
that to which we have been accustomed 
in the past. This interruption of the 
influx of capital has necessarily meant 
marked curtailment of expenditure upon 
undertakings, works and  butidings, 
trades and businesses furnishing ma- 
terial and supplies therefor, The result 
has been a material slackening of gen- 
eral constructional activity, consider- 
able unemployment and attendant dim- 
inished buying power on the part of the 
community, Commercial houses are 
exercising prudence in commitments and 
the public generally are practising 
economy, that is to say.they are buy- 
ing less both of domestic and imported 
Produce. The result of af this has 
been @ rapid change in the volume of 
our imports and exports, For the nine 
months ended December 31 of the pres.

So far as concerns our special war 
expenditure which may reach one hun- 
dred million dollars I should be dis- 
posed, if we had not such heavy and 
uncontrollable capital expenditure to 
meet, to recommend that we should pay 
at least a part of it from current 
revenue. But it is obvious apon a con- 
sideration of the figures which I have 
submitted that we shall not by any 
reasonable supplemental taxation meas- 
ures be able to clone the gap between 
revenue and expenditure, much less to 
Pay & portion of the principal of our 
special war outlay. In the cireum- 
stances I have no hesitation ig propos- 
ing to the House that we shall borrow 
the full amount required under. this 
heading. Canadian Governments have 
always justified public borrowing for 
capital account on the principle that 
expenditure upon enterprises, perman- 
ent in their nature, enures to the bene- 
fit and advantage of future generations 
who may therefore fairly be asked to 
pay interest upon the debt contracted in 
respect of them, If this theory is cor- 
rect, and so far as I know it has never 
been seriously challenged, then we ne 
have no reluctance in borrowing to ee 
the expense of this war because: such 
borrowing Is for the purpose of accom- 
plishing: for future generations that 
which {8 infinitely more precious than 
material undertakings, namely, the Pre- 
servation of our national and individual 
Mbérty and the constitutional freedom 
won by our forefathers during centuries 
of struggle, enjoyed by us today and 
destined we believe to be ours for all 
time. It tm therefore the intention of 
the Government to negotiate for a con- 
tinuance of the arrangement which I 
have mentioned with the Imperial Gov- 
ernment for the purpose of procuring 
the funds necessary to meet our special 
war expenditure. 


Means for Supplementing Revenue 

Assuming that this can be accom- 
plished and 1 have reason to believe it 
Gn, we have still to deal with the prob- 
lem of so increasing our revenue as to 
meet our current expenditure and at 
least a part, and I should hope a sub- 
stantial part, of our capital expenditure, 
I express this hope because we shall 
be obliged to borrow heavily for milj- 
tary purposes and our interest charges 
“pon the vast amount which will 
be required on this and capital 
accounts will mount up rapidly in terms 
of millions by way of fixed charges to 
be provided yearly. 

Many suggestions for supplementing 
our revenue have been put forward by 
members of the community and in the 
public press throughout the country, 
some quite impracticable, others worthy 
of consideration and adoption, but, 
speaking generally, wholly lacking in 
adequacy to meet the situation which 
the war has so suddehly brought upon 
us. It is not a question of Talsing « 
few millfona by stamp taxes, by Income 
tax or other minor means of supple- 
menting revenue.

Canadian Hoonomic Conditions 

Tn conclusion it may be fitting: that 
I should say something as to general 
economic cynditions, actual and pro- 
spective. On the whole, having regard 
to the vast dislocation of finance and 
commerce oceasioned by the war, the 
Dominion has withstood the shock ex- 
ceedingly well. When we consider the 
Immense distance we have traversed 
since Augyst last in improved tone, con- 
fidence and commercial end financial 
outlook, there is abundant cause for 
gratification and thankfulness. nmead- 
juatiment hax necessarily been a painful 
Process for many of our industries, but 
it must be considered as having pro+ 
ceeded and as proceeding satisfactorily. 
The consequences of the interruption of 
out borrowings abroad.for purposes to 
which I have alluded in the course of 
my remarks have been shown in « 
 stuckehing of activity im many trades, 
On the other hand, produvetion in vari- 
ots lines fax been greatly quickened 
and stimulated by orders on a very large 
scale for clothing, munitions and other 
‘Shulpment and msterial placed in Cen: 
ada not only by the Canadian Govern- 
mént, but by Britain end her Allies as 
‘welt. “Kxpenditure for applies of tnta 
charactér must appreciably ansiat In 
counteracting the adverse factors of 
which I have spoken. It will alno exert 
& mbst favorable influence upon the im- 
Portant™ problem of international ex- 
change ‘with «Which is Involved the 
questiowof gold export. It in apparent 
that throyghout the Dominion strong 
efforts have been and will continue to 
be made to increase production, The 
enhanced prices of grain and other pro- 
ducts will be @ great jnducement. to ex- 
ceptional exertion along thie line. The 


matter commercial improvement every~ 
where, follow upon the continuing suc- 
cess of the Allics, With euch continu- 
ance legitimate business throughout the 
world must Improve during the remain- 
ing period of the war, Should the pro- 
gress of that success be interrupted 
international trade and commerce must 
Feceive a further setback. To put it 
another way: if the exchanges of the 
World were in operation as before the 
‘war any notable success on the part of 
the Allies would cause securities every- 
where to rise; with any notable success 
on the part of the enemy they would 
fall. Happily we have no cause to be 
apprehensive as to the continued favor- 
able progress and the certain ultimate 
triumph of the arms of the Empire and 
her Allies. So far as any war can be 
sald to go well we have’ every reason 
to make the statement as to this the 
most terrible of all wars, As to its 
duration it would be idle to hazard 
even & guess. But one thing is certain 
that be it long or be it short the Empire 
and every part of it is determined that 
{ts conclusion must be upon such terms 
that the ensuing peace will not be a 
transient truce, not an armed and arm- 
ing afmistice, but a real and lasting 
settlement with securities amply guar- 
anteeing the world against a recru- 
descence Of the militarist ambition, the 
Qgerandizing spirit, the greed of pos- 
atasion, the Just of conquest, which 
have brought about almost a subversion 
of ol etvilization. 


GERMANY’S LOST -TRADE 


It should be emphasized,” says a cor- 
respondent. of The Scotsman, “that 
Wwhilet Germany has lost’ or is in the 
Procesa of. losing 990,000 square miles 
of territory outside Germany, and trade 
with her own colonies of approximately 
£12,000,000 annually, ‘her loss does not 
end there, In harbors, roads and rail- 
ways she has sown lavishly and well tn 
some of the wildest lands in the world. 
She was tying @ foundation for the 
future, and idying it rapidly and thor- 
oughty. @#hé was not content to struggle 
through the surf on Wild seaboards with 
the cargoes of her ships, and to con-| 
tinue that costly and slow process for 
years. She did-not keep her administra- 
tors worried by unceasing demands for 
trade,’ whilst compelling them year in 
and year out to pick thelr way by native 
bush paths to wretched hovels in the 
hinterland of native territories, She 
built harbors and jettles, she made roads 
and railways and she built the best 
towns in the tropical lands for her rep- 
resentatives. The trade would have 
come in due course. There was in sight 
in not a’ few cases the end of the pre- 
paration peridd, with its calls upon 
Imperial subsidy, Her merchants and 
her meréhaht captains were winning all 
along the line in her own and the terri- 
tories of other nations in africa. There 
were times when she failed with the 
native people, but she was acquiring the 
capacity to handle the natives, Her 
trade was going up by leaps and bounds 
for no other reason than that she 
Brought to the trading thoroughness, 
eagernebs, efficiency, adaptability and an 
unfailing willingness to meet conditions 
rather than a stup{d insistence that all 
conditiops. should be regulated to meet 
her particuigr shipping arrangements 
The German skipper would come for 
your cargo. There was no mystery about 
the extraordinary success of Germany 
in the securing of the trade of West 
Africa, British included. The secret of 
her success was that she was in 
earnest.”

Victorian Gaye American

The following extracts are taken from 
an interesting letter dated May 9, from 
New York, written by a well-known Vic- 
torlan to his wife: 

“War is hell, and from the appear- 
ance of things we Americans are in for 
some hell” ourselves. If the people 
throughout the United States are Hike 
they are here, there is an awful war on 
foot.

to register at the nearest Labor Ex- 
change Bureau. In cases of dire neces- 
sity, where lt Is obvious that the suffer- 
ing is directly due to the war, interim 
relief may be given until enquiries have 
been made. Then, when all !nformatioa 
has been gleaned, a committee sits to 
decide the amount of relief to be given, 
in each case according to a fixed scate, 
In London from ten to fourteen shillings 
for two adults and sixteen shillings for 
three, with one shilling and sixpence for 
each child receiving meals at school and 
an additional sixpence if his parents 
provide him with dinners. The scale in 
the country is lower by two shillings. 
The maximum amount of relief that 
may be given is £1.

CANADA'S MEN SAID 
TO HAVE SAVED DAY 


London Observer ‘Publishes an 
|. Account of Engagement in 
Which Dominion's Troops 
Figured Prominently, 


An exceedingly fine description of the 
fight in which Canada’s troops figured 
s0 prominently recently is contained in 
a late Issue of The Observer, whicn is 
published in London, It follows: 


“We had done a strong thing, but we 
and our Allies had not stopped paying 
the price for it, and the sequel was soon 
to prove that there can be no facile suc- 
cesses in this war. Hill 60 Is rather 
southeast of Ypres. The fighting there 
ceased as suddenly as it had begun. 
What was the reason? Perhaps the 
Penemy’s ammunition was exhausted? 
Nothing of the kind, as our Allies and 
we sooh knew. The enemy had missiles 
in unusual stock, and of the worst. On 
Thursday evening, from the other side 
of Ypres, an extraordinary onslaught 
was suddenly made on the French lines. 
The latter were assailed by a heavy 
bombardment, by quantities of poison- 
bombs and by other appliances to help 
in producing asphyxiating gas in such 
volumes that our Allies were smothered 
with it and the whole air became foul 
Gnd stifling for a distaiice of over a 
mile, There was no help for it. Before 
the German rush the French had to fall 
back at one point for a couple of kilo- 
metres. At another point the enemy 
crossed the Yser canal and established 
himself on the western bank. 


“For a moment the situation muat 
have looked serious, but within twenty. 
four -hours German» hopes were ‘again 
cut short. A French advance had re- 
eovere®?: much of the lost ground, and 
fighting shoulder to shouldér ‘with them 
fn this region, the Canadians had their 
chance. The left of their division had 
been laid bare north of Ypres. Four of 
their 4.7 guns had been behind the part 
of the Allies which had been driven in. 
These weapons were tuken by the en- 
emy, and hothing mors to the short-lived 
jubilation of Berlin than the news that 
four heavy guns had been captured 
from the British. But that was not to 
be the end of this wonderful struggle. 
The men of the Maple Leaf set their 
teeth to dare all. By a charge which 
will stand out in all the annals of this 
war, no matter what it may yet bring.

MANY CASUALTIES 
SUSTAINED BY SCOTS 


Regiments Mave Lest Heavily in ‘War 
and@ Gome Battalions Have Been 
Wearty Ansibilatea 


“That grand old regiment, the Scots 
Guards,” writes a military correspondent 
to the Edinburgh Scotsman, “has exper!- 
enced the most gruelling six months in 
all its varied history. In one battle on 
the muddy flats of Flanders—it might 
almost be termed a battue—79 of the 
rank and Mle were killed, while 91 dis- 
appeared from ken under the sinister 
heading of “missing.” In the terrific 
fighting at the back end of Oetober, 
when the German hordes were moving 
heaven and earth to cleave a way 
through to Calais, and would have sue- 
ceeded but for the fanatical-like bravery 
of the thin British lines opposing them, 
the Guards in one day's bate suffered 
a lows of 21 men killed and 62 wounded. 
Exclusive of recent fighting, the war 
has already cost them 52 oMfcers killed 
and wounded, while, next to the Gprdons, 
they have had most men posted as miss- 
ing or prisoners, aggregating 540 up to 
thé end of February, 

“In the same grim fighting at Ypres 
which decimated the Scots Guards, the 
Royal Scots Fusiliers, the King's Own 
Scottish Borderers and the Black Watch 
came in for tremendous fighting. Little 
of what happened on the sodden, Jow- 
lying fieldx of Western Belgium came 
to hand before the casualty | brought 
énlightment. It adds to the poignant 
sorrow that @ knowledge of some of the 
moat heroic deeds of these memorable 
Gays han perished with the principal’ 
acters. No facile pencil was there to 
depict from life the scenes of death and 
glory, How an Archibald Forbes would 
have blawoned their wealth of thrilling 
episode on the excutcheon of British 
history for all time, and wrested from 
the clutch of oblivion many @ rare act 
of devotion, The Fusiliers helped to 
beat back the Teuton torrent at.a Joss 
of 26 men in killed alone, the K.0.5.B, 
had 32 dead, and the Black Waich, 17. 
‘Thin was the fight in which the London 
Stottish received a terrible baptism of 
fire, 14 of these gallant soldiers failing 
dead on the field. This regiment: pro~ 
badly still heads the Met of purely Ter- 
ritorial organizations hard hit in battle, 
for already it bas lost a third of a 
battalion in one shape or another. 

"What, perhaps, was the most for- 
midable list of killed an@ wounded relat- 
ing to any one régiment reported from 
Headquarters on a given day was that 
of 4th February respecting the Black 
Wateh. No less than 62 units of this 
Juatly celebrated regiment were reported 
killed and 129 wounded, bringing Its 
total casualties up to fully half a batta- 
lion strength, which is just « trifle more 
than the casualties of the Royal Scots
